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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

a) an image pixel structure; and 

b) a pixel imager system. 

The species are independent or distinct because the image pixel structure does 
not require the elements of the pixel imager system, notably the processor, CMOS 
imaging device, nor pixel array. The pixel structure can be used as a separate 
component, such as a photodiode, not including the necessary components of the pixel 
imager system. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
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of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

MPEP §81 1 - Time for Making Requirement 

37 CFR 1.142(a), second sentence, indicates that a restriction requirement "will 
normally be made before any action upon the merits; however, it may be made at any 
time before final action." This means the examiner should make a proper requirement 
as early as possible in the prosecution, in the first action if possible, otherwise, as soon 
as the need for a proper requirement develops. 

Before making a restriction requirement after the first action on the merits, 
the examiner will consider whether there will be a serious burden if restriction is not 
required. 

In this case, the continued amendments to the image pixel structure claims by 
applicant shows that the dual examination of both sets of claims has become a serious 
burden, enough to warrant a Restriction requirement at this time. At the outset of 
examination, though the two species of invention existed, the claims were related such 
that both groups were searched in good order. However, with applicant's amendment 
filed 07/19/06 adding new claims 83-94, applicant is demonstrating that the image pixel 
structure claims are much more detailed and encompassing. The number of 
independent claims have increased, as well as the number of depending claims. 
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This amendment will cause the examiner to search longer in each of the 
invention classes and subclasses, and apply different sets of prior art to each of the 
inventions. For these reasons, the Restriction requirement is being made at this time.
